The P oposed Rule, 
called the standa dized app oach fo  counte pa ty c edit  isk ("SA-CCR”), would  eplace the 
Cu  ent Exposu e Method (“CEM"), which banks use to calculate counte pa ty c edit  isk 
exposu e and  isk-weighted assets on thei  de ivatives t ansactions, fo  the pu poses of capital 
 equi ements

We sha e many of the conce ns of the Coalition fo  
De ivatives End-Use s as  eflected in its Comment to Notice of P oposed Rulemaking sent to the 
Agencies on Ma ch 18, 2019, and u ge the Agencies to  econside  the P oposed Rule as it  elates 
to de ivatives t ansactions with  espect to its impact on comme cial end-use s such as Devon that 
would othe wise qualify fo  the end-use  exception. We a e conce ned that the P oposed Rule,



which would not be imposed di ectly on non-financial end-use s such as Devon, is neve theless 
likely to have a mate ial and negative impact on the ability of such non-financial end-use s to 
hedge comme cial  isk by indi ectly inc easing the cost of hedging As d afted, Devon believes 
the P oposed Rule could substantially inc ease its cost of managing comme cial  isk.
